Also, from the Re- 
publican party which last month 
won an overwhelming election at 
the polls, only one of the nine jus- 
tices has been appointed in-16 
years. 


The Democratic administration 


moreover which began in 1933 dis- 
carded the traditional balance in 
the judiciary and appointed Demo- 
crats to more than 95 per cent of 
the federal judgeships throughout 
the country. Thus -the New Deal 
concepts of law stay in power for 
the life of the judges. 


This is why the life-tenure sys- 


tem has outlived its Usefulness.

The foregoing set of circum- 


stances has led to speculation as 
to whether the time has not ar- 
rived to introduce a-long overdue 
reform.
